PAULLIN’S DAUGHTER. 


Scenes Aitendines the Funeral of 
the Murdered Girl.

— 


Grief of Her Family and Friends—Touching 
Remarks by the Officiating Clergyman— 
‘‘Nearer My God to Thee’’—Looking Upon 
Her Face for the Last Time—The Search 
for Her Assassin. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disvatch., 

ORANGE, N. J., November 29.—Where the 
mountain road turns sharply about Eagle 
Rock stands a picturesque, vine-clad stone 
dwelling, known as the “old Round House.” 
In it live James Heuston and his family, and 
there, it is said, Phebe Paullin was last 
seen alive. Mrs. Houston, who knew the 
girl well, says thatabout 5:45 on Saturday 
nightshe saw Phebe walking along the 
road, followed ata short distance by two 
men. One was tall and slender and the other 
short and stout. Both wore Derby hats and 
long overcoats. All sorts of wild storles are 
flying about the country and many persons 
visit the scene of the murder, although noth- 
ing can be seen except the trampled leaves 
and bushes. A group of people living on 
the mountain side, while discussing the in- 
numerable “clews” and “theories,”’ said this 
afternoon that near an old red house between 
Eagle Rock and Orange 

FIFTEEN TRAMPS LIVE IN THE WOODS, 
and are supplied with crackers by a benevo- 
lent gentleman. To-night a police official 
said that a damp shirt and a pair of drawers 
had been found during the day hidden under 
a rock not far from the spot whére Phebe 
was killed. The shoulders of 
the shirt were much torn and °* both 
garments were bloody. The detective who 
found them says that on the little tag at the 
bottom ofthe shirt bosem were initials in 
red German text, but he would not say what 
the initials were. Outside the station house 
the reporter was informed that Detective 
Haggerty, of New York, had found the shirt 
and drawers. Drs. Stickler, Pierson and 
LButtner, of Orange, made a microscopic ex- 
amination of the shirt and found one-third 
of the matter on it to be blood and two-thirds 
matter from the epethelial cells of a woman.

THE BEST CLEW YET DISCOVERED. 

This evening Wm. Woodhull, a tellerina 
New York City bank, residing at Liewellyn 
Park, said that on Sunday morning a tall 
young man called at his house and begged 
for a shirtanda pairof drawers.

Igave 
the letter to the detectives, who have 
watched the writer night and day ever 
since.” 

Paullin is shéeatitt oui old, of medium 
height and compact build, and hasa full 
white beard. The family has lived in vari- 
ous parts of Pleasant Valley for about four 
years, earning a scanty living. Previously 
they lived in Roseland, a village four miles 
west of Orange. 

PAULLIN IS A SHOEMAKER, 
and has two sons, William and Joseph, who 
are teamsters. Both are reported to be hon- 
est, sober, hard-working men. The eldest 
daughter is married to Geo, Huyler of 
Booneville. Mrs. John Fisher, the second 
daughter, it is alleged, was betrayed 
by the man who afterwards became 
her husband. He was sent to 
jail, but was given his liberty upon 
condition of his marrying the girl Imme- 
diately after the marriage he deserted his 
bride, and is said to be acar driver in New 
York. Phobe attended the Metbodist Sun- 
day school in Roseland, and after her parents 
moved was a pupil in the Pleasant Valley 


| public school. She was full of fun and would 


smile on any one who recognized her in 
the street. In the houses of her friends her 
vivacity made her a welcome visitor. Toa 
physical strength quite remarkable in one of 
her age and sex she united acourage that 
sustained her in her lonely waiks over the 
mountains.

rough, unpainted Paullin house, ad put it 
in a hearse which waited in the yard. Then 
the parents of the murdered girl, were 
followed by Mr. and Mrs. Huyler and Mrs. 
Fisher and her brother, Then came the two 
youngest daughters. Ahead of the hearse 
was a buggy containing Revs. Franz 
Hartig, of the Pleasant Valley German 
Presbyterian Church, A. B. Purdy of the 
Roseland Methodist Church, and William 
Waiton of the Willoughby Avenue (Brook- 
lyn) Congregational Chapel. A long pro- 
cession of friends and neighbors walked 
down the hill after the mourners, The four 
pall-bearers marched 

AT THE SIDES OF THE HEARSE. 

The church is only five minutes’ waik down 
the hill. It is asmall, neatly painted wooden 
building, with ground giass windows. There

Walton, who formerly knew the Paullins, 
arose to speak, the sobs of the 
heurt-broken mother were mingled 
with the gleeful crowing of a 
child who stretched forth his dimpled hands 
as if to catch the sunshine passing through 
the windows.

Walton, “when I drove over from Orange to 
Roseland I noticed a girl at the roadside 
whose bright face had a familiar look, al- 
though I had not seen it for four years. I

The next morning 1 walked from Roseland 
to catch anearly train. The stars were pal- 
ing as I stopped at the very spot where the 
assassin did his foul work to view the sun 
rise.

How the Old Puritan Custom is 
Regarded in St, Louis, 


Celebrations at the Churches—At the Church 
of the Messiah—St. George’s—The He- 
brew Feast—Business Entirely Suspended 
—The Day Here and Elsewhere. 


Thanksgiving Day has become a national 
institution, and its observance is more 
widespread with each year, and the forms of 
observance more numerous, The suspension 
of business is to-day quite general. Former- 
ly, an establishment that closed at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, to allow its employes an 
opportunity to partake of the festive turkey, 
was conspicuous by its rarity. The day 
was, essentially, in the city, the festival of 
the rich man—the man who has something 
to be thankful for. Now, the day is marked 
by an almost general suspension 
not only of business houses, but of large 
manufacturing establishments.

Church of the Messiah. 
Thanksgiving Day services at the Church 
of the Messiah, Garrison avenue and Lo- 
cust street, were of a most beautiful charac- 
ter. Thealtar of this lovely house of wor- 
ship was decorated in a highly original man- 
ner. Each of the six panel spaces contained 


a brace of game or a fruit piece, and in the 
center space was hung &@ mass of game, ar- 
ranged ina most picturesque way. in the 
right hand corner an immense horn of 
plenty poured out its treasures in generous 
profusion, and in the left hand corner was 
erected a very large shock of corn in the 
usk. ‘The lecturn and desk were garlanded 
ith fowers and evergreens, and the com- 
munion table contained a mass of chrysan- 
themums of variegated bloom. Standing in 
the midst of this wealth of natural products 
of forest, farm and field, Rev. Dr. John Sny- 
der preached his sermon. His subject was 
“THE TWO JEWELS.” 
The text was taken from the eighth 
chapter of Genesis, twenty-second 
verse: “While. the earth remain- 
eth seed time and harvest * * * 
shall not cease.” Dr. Spyder said: “Right 
in the center of the splendid crown of the 
Russian Emperor or Czar is a wonderful 
diamond called the  Orioff. It was 
named after the Count Orloff, who 
bought it for the Russian crown. 
This diamond weighs now 194% carats, and 
is therefore the largest diamond in the world. 
This jewel has a strange history. It was 
said that it once formed the eye,of a Hindoo 
idol, aud that a French soldier who had de- 
serted from the army hid himself in the 
temple one night. and when all was still, he 
stole the diamond and made good his escape, 
Another account says the jewel was the 
property of the sovereign of Persia, Nadir 
Shah, and after he had n killed it was 
brought to Amsterdam and finaliy sold to 
this Count Orloff more than a hundred 
years ago for a large sum of money. 
The seller was to get $450,000 down, about 
$4.000 every year of his life, and to be made a 
Russian nobleman. The Queen of Engiand 
also has a wonderful diamond. It is called 
in Engiish “fhe Mountain of Light.” It 
has recently been recut, but even now weighs 
over 106 carats. The Indian stories te!l that 
this gem was worn by one of their heroes 
five thousand years ago. In 1739 it passed 
into the hands of Nadir Shah, who once 
owned the Orioff diamond. In 1850 it was pre- 
sented to Queen Victoria, who now owns it. 
The reason why 1 mention these two dia- 
monds together, is because skillful men think 
that they once formed one stone, which prob- 
ably weighed 800 carats. Some time in the 
sixteenth century 
A VESSEL, 
the name of which I do not know, governed 
by a Captain whose name I never heard, 
carried a wonderful jewel from South Amer- 
iea, probably Peru, to the great country of 
Spain. No history of this jewel has ever 
been toid; no King has ever worn it in 
his crown of gold, and yet it was 
worth more than the “Mountain of Light,” 
and the Orloff, and all the crown-jewels of 
Europe put oe Afterwards this gem 
was taken to England, and then to the beau- 
tiful land of Ireland, where, in a certain 
sense, it stillis. You will smile when you 
hear the nameof this jewel. It is called 
with usthe Potato. Just think of its his- 
tory fora moment. Inthe year 1870 the 
sinule State of New York grew over 28,000,- 
000 bushels of these jewels. If we were so 
placed that all our food was gone, 
and we would have to wait 
till a line of fast steamers 
could cross the Atlantic, bringing us feod, 
this crop in New York would keep all of 
us 50,000,000 people alive till the blessed ves- 
sels came. And then remember what a 
crown jewel this has been in the crown of 
poor Ireland. Think of how many millions 
of people have been fed year after year 
almost entirely upon potatoes. And they 
were a happy people, full of merry fan, as 
long as this crop did not fail them. 
Dear triends, young and not so young, 
this is the day in which we remember God's 
gifts of the living jewels which we see about 
us here. Each tiny grain of corn, each com- 
mon potato might (if you will let me say so) 
become a missionary, carrying glad tidings 
of plenty and prosperity to people yet un- 
born. Each seed hoidsin its heart a har- 
vest. Shail we not finda lessonin all this 
beauty? The solemn question of Thanksgiv- 
ing is this: Are we living or dead jewels? 
You may be put in the crown of 
society, and gieam and glisten 
there, but be only a dead jewel at the best. 
Or we may resemble ihese communest vege- 
tables at my feet—may have no beauty, no 
attractiveness, nothing that the outer eye 
can find delight in, or the outer ear count as 
music. But yet in your lives you may be 
rich harvests of happiness and truth for 
thousands of people living and yet to live.”

It 
was a National thanksgiving. e speaker 
knew a_ verge which should be re- 
peated bY every one: *“Not unto 
us, OQ, ternal! not unto us, but 
unto thy name be the glory, for thy mercy, 
for thy peace.” There was a_ gratitude 
which was not selfish, but was 
TRANSCENDENTLY PURE, 

and that was universal gratitude ; that which 
we owed and felt toward God when we ree- 
ognized that his mercy and wisdom had 
made us the instruments for the salvation of 
men. Individual gratitude was selfish grati- 
tude. Often expressions of gratitude implied 
that the thankful one was superior to oth- 
ers. Butthe thanksgiving of the Jewish 
people was not selfish. They did not thank 
God that they had been chosen his people; 
they did not say they were better than 
others; they spoke for the whole human 
race. The expression showed the loftiest 
humanity of which a people are capable. 
“Not unto us O Eternal! not unto us; but to 
thy name be the glory.” This was the idea 
of American thanksgiving. Therefore it did 
not take away the glory of the ancient 
services. It took away more of the old 
ideals. The farmer might still thank God; 
the artisan, the laborer, the professional 
man, the merchant, might still reflect that 
the great blessings of health and happiness 
have not been denied. But this was not the 
grand thanksgiving. It partook slightly of 
selfishness. Throughout the land a 
pean of praise went up for that 
gracious boon, that matchless treasure, 
that heaven-born, God-given _libert 
which the American people to-day enjoyed. 
They thanked God, not for theirown sake, 
but for the sake of ges There was no 
sculfishness in this praise. es, this was an 
American national Thanksgiving Day, a day 
on which the great national hearts of 50,0v00,- 
000 of people throbbed gratitude for the 
lorious liberty they were biessed with, for 
ree speech, for free press and free schools. 
Was this selfishness, arrogance, presump- 
tion? No; it was the loftiest humanity, the 
sweetest faith. ‘Not unto us, O Eterna!! 
se unto us, but unto Thy name be the 
glory.’ ”

St. George’s Church. 
¢-vidences were not wanting of great oc- 
casion for thanksgiving in the fashion- 
able congregation which gathered at St, 


George’s Church this morning to honor 
the national day of praise. ‘There was no 
suggestion of poverty and wantin the bright, 
glowing faces and rich costumes that flashed 
in the sunlight of the Joveiy autumn day, on 
the sidewalk and at the «doors, 
and afterwards graced the handsome 
auditorium where the softened light, shining 
throuzh many colored stained windows, 
glinted on rich sealskins, velvets, plushes 
and nodding plumes. Dr. Fulton very 
appropriately geferred to the forgotten 
gifts of Previlenan the luxurious and 
unthought of obiessings that season 
our daily bread; in fact, he _ said, 
although we prayed for our daily bread, yet 
if that was all received most of the congre- 
gation would feel hardly used. ‘The choir, 
composed of Mrs. Macbeth, alto; Miss Kil- 
patrick, soprano; Mr. Ed Cooper, tenor, and 
Mr. Carl Froelich, ‘basso, with 
Mr. Charlies Kunkel at the organ, 
sang the **Te Deum,” and the “Jubilate” and 
the regular service for the day was read.

that it was strange how hard it was 
to naturalize Thanksgiving Day in the Epis- 
copal Church. It was a custom established 
by the stern Puritans of New England and 
did not originate in the Church of England. 
Nevertheless, there was a foundation for 
it in England, which was the home 
thanksgiving after harvest. When 
the rich fruits of the earth 
had been gathered in, the pastors were ac- 
customed to call the people together to thank 
God publicly for His bounty. , This, how- 
ever, was not a national occasion, but was 
yurely local, and was held at different times 
“ different parishes. The Church has 
adopted the Puritan custom, but it was 
not received with great favor. The reason 
for this was certainly not because the Church 
‘was lacking in gratitude,for the service rich- 
ly abounds in thanksgiving. The holy eu- 
charist is a special thauksgiving, and proba- 
bly the very fact that oceasions of 
praise and thanksgiving are sO 
abundant in the Church is accountable 
for the lack of enthusiasm on the day set 
apart. On the other hand, the gloomy and 
rigid tenets of Puritanism and Calvinism, 
their dark view of life, which looked upon 
God as a stern Master and man as His slave, 
made it impossible for the voice of praise to 
be loud and general, and hence ‘lhanks- 
giving Day was magnified. It was sweet 
to them to be released of thougnt of the in- 
finite curse. These tenets, however, are 
losing their grip, and the day is in conse- 
quence losing importance. Today the 
church, nation and State recognize the obli- 
gation to give thanks to Almighty 
God for the inestimable blessings of 
peace. Twenty years back there were 
bloody fields, festering hospitals and 
mangled human beings, but now peace sits 
smiling over ail the land. -The prosperity is 
so great that statesmen are puzzied what to 
do with the surplus revenue. ‘The future, 
also, is brilliant with coming 
ings. We could searcely find any- 
thing not to be thankfui for in 
| Missouri. Her ciimate and soil are ail that 
'conid be wished, without the luxuriance of 
the tropics and the severity of the extreme 
|'North. Not only is it rich on the surface, 
|but beneath there is mineral wealth 
|that has scarcely been scratched by

“Oh, we’ve got todo it in our business,” 
he remarked good humoredly. ‘I give them 
these little surprises every onceina rT 
selected to-day because we were in no dé r 
of being interfered with. When a prisOter 
has any tool or weapon he always carries it 
about bis person. Wedid not find anything 
in the cells, but the moment they fell in line 
they knew what was up and they dropped 
whatever they had in the gutter behind 
them.”

A HERO AT EIGHTY YEARS. 


The Adventures of an Octogenarian in 
an Open Boat on Long Island Sound. 
From the Stonington Mirror. 

Captain George B. Packer, a man in his 
eighty-first year, started off in his saii-boat 
from Mystic River by daylightin the morn- 
ing, while it was comparatively caim, and 
anchored outside off-the east end of Fisher's 
Island. Not vying! with success, and

PRIVAItE JUSTICE. 

The conduct of certain patrons of the dra- 
ma in St. Louis last week in taking advant- 
age of a crowded house to occupy seats that 
had been reserved for others has been gen- 
erally telegraphed abroad, and has furnished 
a iertile topic for unfavorable comment from 
the press of rival cities. 

St. Louis is not worse than other cities in 
this respect. On the contrary, the theater- 
goers of St. Loris show the humanizing ef- 
fect of their dramatic taste by uniform cour- 
tesy and fvrbearance. . 
But what is to be done with the excep- 
tions? 

There is a general feeling that a boor 
who invites all the unpleasant consequences 
of a row in a theater by taking another per- 
son’s seat should be dragged out by the ears, 
and slain if he resists. 

he strong impulses of human ftature plead 
for Lynch law in such cases,but whatare the 
milder suggestions of reason ?, 

They are that society depends on the laws 
and that the laws should be enforced only 
by the legal authorities and in the legal way. 
A boor in a theater is an exasperating charac- 
ter, but his conduct does not deprive him of 
legal rights nor warrant his neighbors in re- 


curring to the medieval idea of public out- 


lawry and private justice. 

Should the disturbance of last week be re- 
peated, society will be revenged, not by wip- 
ing up the floor with the offenders, but by 
having them taken to the Four Courts to an- 
swer a charge of disorderly conduct. If. the 
charge is pressed, the offence proven, the 
culprits fined and the facts made known by 
an enterprising press, it will bea long time 
before the worst of boors will dare to try it 
again. Butthe days of private jusiice are 


over, and should not be allowed to return.

A KENTUCKY EXPERIMENT. 

Having great faithin the sobering and 
elevating influence of public trust on godti- 
hearted but dissipated gentlemen, Kentucky 
tried a sumewhat novel temperance experi- 
ment in the election of* the last Democratic 
State ticket.

It is said that an additional 
distillery was started as soon as he tovuk a 
house in the State Capital, and that when- 
ever the Frankfort stock gave out and he 
had to go to Louisville for supplies it never 
took him more than three weeks to starta 
panic in the whisky market of that city. 
His occasional visits to his mountain home 
to sober up are said to have exhausted the 
moonshine stock in all the caverns between 
Kentucky River and the head waters of Big 
Sandy. Statistics tike these, indicating the 
presence of a bloated monopolist threaten- 
ing toabsorb all of the favorite beverages 
and put the rest of the people on short 
rations, seem to have touched Kentucky in a 
tender spot, and her cry now is that ‘“‘Tom 
HENRY must go.”

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WORKINGMEN’S WOES. 
Dh PT 
The Chances for Work During the 
Cold Weather. 

Factories, Foundries and Rolling Mills 
All Running—Mechanios Looking for a 
Mild, Wild Winter—Eastern Competi- 
tion in the Labor Market. 


“There is no evfdence that the winter will 
be an unusually hard one on workingmen,” 
said Mr. James Duross, president of the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange, this morning. The re- 
mark was brought out by the question of a 
Post-Dispatcu ieperter who had dropped 
in at the exchange to talk upon the subject 
of unemployed labour this winter. “Winter 


* opel the dul! season for work,” contin- 
Snead “and every year there are a 
sy pear unemployed men w hose families 
suffer from cold and want. As to the season 
coming, can only say that there 
will be a little increase in the 
number of unemployed nen, but 
t sufficient to warrant the statement that 
ere will be great suffering among the 
working people during the winter.’ 

“How do the scales of wages compare 
with those of previous winters ?”’ 

“Very well, indeed. There have been few 
cases of reduction of wages. The general 
complaint is 

SHORT HOURS.” 

“What branches of industry suffer most in 
a duil winter?” 

“It depends on what you call a dull win- 
ter.. Adull winter in a business sense of 
course affects people employed in stores, 
factories and large business extablish- 
ments. A duli winter for other classes is 
a cold winter. You see a great deal 
depends on the weather. Lam brought in 
contact with builders, carpenters, brick-lay- 
ers aid the like, aud Lam more conipetent to 
speak of them than of others, A mild wipn- 
ter is always good for carpenters and those 
who work in the open air. Lf, as is indicat- 
ed, ihe present winter will be a mild une, 
mechanics will be busy: otherwise not.’ 

“How about the factury peopie?”’ 

“Il beiieve very few of them will be left 
out of work this wiuter. From what I have 
heard, their prospects forasolid winter's 
work are very good.’ 

“And the foundries and rolling mills?” 

‘“lhey are always busy during the cold 
season. They are ali running full-handed, I 
believe, except the Laciede, and lam not 
sur® that that is not.” 

Mr. Duro-s’ atiention was called to an ar- 
ticle pubiished in recent issue of the Chicago 
News, wherein it was predicted that on ac- 
count of the flagging industries there, some 

50,000 WORKMEN 
would be thrown out of emplovment after 
the ist of Decenber. He said that there 
michthbe some foundation in fact for such 
an article, but he thougit that it more likely 
emanated froma Proteciionist bureau than 
from any one wh» had a real feeling for the 
welfare o1 the working people.

From the Providence (R. L.) Star. 


The fullowing extracts from a private let- 
ter receutly received by a Provideuce gentie- 
man from an American studentin Athens, 
Greece, will prove of general interest: “I 
live ina Greek family,’ he writes, “where 
we speak only Greek. The house is on 
ZZoius street, with Socrates, Euripides, and 
Hermes street not far off; s0 that you can 
easily imaging the baliowed assuciations that 
are daily suggested. Our ‘maid of ali work’ 
is named Athena. There are twenty-eight 
newspapers in the city. Il cau count a dozen 
dailies on my fingers, and 1 presuine there 
are others of which Lbave not yet beard. 
Witn that number of papers and 250 lawyers, 
as wany priests anda dozen thousand sol- 
diers, the 18,000 people in Athens are pretty 
well supplied with these appurtenances of 
life.

SINGING COMEDIANS, 


The Old Actor Has Something to Say 
: About the Growlers. 
From the Philadelphia Call. 


“I do not agree with that class of old the- 
ater-goers,’’ said the old actor in a recent 
conversation, “who are coutinually lament- 
ing the decline of the stage and longing for 
the ‘palmy days’ of the drama. As arule, Ll 
believe the stage has kept pace with the 
times, aud if modern plays and modern act- 
ors are not as good as they were in the good 
old days the grumblers sigh for, the former 
are apparently what a majurity of the peo- 
ae waut, and the latter are fairly capable of 

nterpreting them. But I must confess that 

there is one agreeable eiement lacking on the 
Stage tu-day which was enjoyed by the 
patrons of the drama of thirty or even twenty 
years ago. 

“Whatis it? you ask. Why, the singing 
comedian, the funny man who possessed a 
gvod voice, and in addition to his comicali- 
ties and his huinor, could use it so as to give 
deligut as wellas amusement to the auadi- 
eoce. in about six plays out of ten it u-ed to 
be the reguiar thing ior the low comedian to 
introduce a song, aud long ago it was the 
custom to euiiven the waits between the 
acts with a comic dittv by this member of 
the company. Nowadays such a thing is set- 
duin, if ever, heard of. There are afew 
iuodern piays in which songs are written to 
ve sung vy the comedian, but in must cases 
it is necessary to cut this part of the per- 
furmauce because of the inability of the act- 
or to sing. In tact, outside of the variety 
stage there are very few comedians whw 
have any voice worth speaking of, aud what 
few there are are playiug wita cumic opera 
companies. Even in the latter the comedians 
are not noted for their vocal abillty, and 
ost I them are undoubtedly the worst 
singers in their troupes. 

‘Lake, for instance, Harry E. Dixey, who 
is one of E. E. Rice’s discoveries, aud who 
made his debut on the operatic stage as the 
hind iegs of tue dancing heifer in ‘Evange- 
line.” He is one of the funuiest meno in the 
business, his humor is irreststib e, and dis 
antics while playing a@ part aiways Create 
roars of iaughter, yet he can’t sing even a 
little bit, though be is considered ove of the 
very best comic opera comeuians of the day. 
fhe same may be said of Joun A. MacKay, 
who began his career on the boards asa 
melo-dramatic actor. He was a govud one, 
too; but be had a talent fur burie->que busi- 
ness, and it finaily drifted him inw eomie 
vpera. Heis very fuuny, and has made a 
success Ol -every part he ever undertouk ; but 
his singing is very wad, to say tie least. 
Look at Louis Harrison, Jvhbn Guur- 
lay,’ Wiilie KEdourn and a hosi of others 
1 couid name. They are ail big cards 
in the proiession—all exceilent cumediaus— 
yet not one of them iias a fairly deceit voice, 
and tie music of their parts in some pieces 
has to be altered and often rewritLen jn order 
to acculuumodate their unmusicai tunes. 1 
neariy forget Nat Goodwin in my list. 
Where is there a fuumer man than Nat? 
Yet did you ever hear him sing? Why it is 
pusitively distressing for a musical ear, i 
atiention is paid strictly to the musical pur- 
tivn of his part, but be and many of tue oth- 
ers act so Well that their shortcumiugs in the 
singing tine are overiouged, 

“Woatdolthiak is the reason? Weil, I 
don’t kKuow, Ualess itis that most men whe 
cau sing like todo the serious business and 
play the romantic lover parts. Whether the 
pussession of a gvuod voice makes a Man 
mivre sentimentaily inclined or hot is a ques- 
iou Ll have oiten considered, andl nave 
about concluded that that is pretty neariy 
nght. At any rate the best singers are 
fuuad among the fellows who dou't do the 
fuuny business.”’
